SAN FANCISCO.—March 27.— 
Tom Mooney Monday dared his for- 
mer prosecutors to again prove him 
guilty of the Preparedness day parade 
bombing here in 1916, and if possi- 
ble hang him. 

The dare was contained in a state- 
ment given newspapers by Mooney’s 
defence committee, which for more 
than 15, years has sought a pardon 
for Mooney. : 

The. statement was based upon ac- 
tion of Superior Judge Ward in or- 
dering ‘trial of Mooney on the re- 
mating murder indictment against 
him, Judge Ward set the new trial 
for April 26. 

“This is a marvelous opportunity 
for Fickert, Cunha and Sullivan to 
come forward and fill the breach left 
by the withdrawal of the district at- 
torney's office from the case,” said 
Mooney in his statement.

Winter Damage 

It is not the in cold of Janu- 
ary but the fluctuating temperature 
of March and April which plays 
havoc among strawberries, fall wheat 
and clovers, not to mention perennial 
flowers, roses, shrubs and climbers. 
At noon when the gun is very strong 
the frost leaves the top of the soil 
and even the sap may start from the 
roots of shrubs and vines. But this 
is only temporary spring and at night 
when sun and temperature sink in 
unison the frost returns and the top 
crust of the soil is heaved, breaking 
off tiny roots,’ Or maybe the thaw 
at noon has resulted in pools of 
water in the crowns of perennial 
plants like Hollyhocks. These little 
pools freeze at night and in doing so 
split the tap root. Still again damage 
may be caused by cold, drying winds. 
To guard against thissortof thing 
the gardener is advised to sprinkle 
a light mulch of leaves, strawy man- 
ure and similar material over his 
plants or around the lower stems of 
tender shrubbery, climbers and rose 
bushes. 

Good Lawn Grass Seed Essential 

Aa it is imipossible to do much re- 
pairing to a lawn already established 
it is most important to get the very 
best seed. There is a great range in 
price here just as in tobacco because 
both products, in the commercial 
stage, are made up of blended mix- 
tures and absolutely depend on the 
proportion of the higher grade lines 
which go into the mixture, A good 
lawn grass mixture is composed of at 
least half a dozen grasses. Some of 
these are quick growers, which come 
along speedily the first year and pro- 
tect the later starting, finer-stemmed, 
but really permanent grasses which 
will go to make up the lawn in the 
years to come. It is these permanent 
grasses which are the most expensive, 
but without a large proportion of 
them, . the mixture will not make a 
satisfactory showing after the second 
year. 

Before sowing it is essential to get 
the soil raked level. Allow a week 


‘| to settle, and any weed seeds to ger- 


minate and then on a windless day 
sow at the rate of one pound per 200 
equare feet, going over. the ground 
twice, once across and once length- 
wige. Then rake lightly, one way 
only so as to merely cover the seed 
and if possible finish the job with a 
heavy roller or pounder. When the 
grass is up two inches commence 
mowing, using a very sharp machine 
so that there will be no danger of 
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ages, and in a few short weeks to see

A Money Saver 


While the growing of flowers for 
beauty alone has a very vital value 
there is a distinct practical side to 
gardening, too. From a plot of land 
100x25 feet can be grown enough 
vegetables to keep the average famAy 


than a quarter of an acre all summer 
vegetables are possible, with potatoes, 
carrots, beets and parsnips for winter 
as well, 


But a little planning is essential. 
Tall stuff must not be planted where 
it will shade smaller types. Very early 
things like spinach, radish and the 
first lettuce, can be planted in rows 
20 inches apart and the later vege- 
tables in between.’ Plantings of each 
vegetable may be spread over weeks 
in many instances so that a continu- 
ous supply is produced, The use of 
early, medium and.late varieties of 
the game vegetable, offer another 
mieans of spacing out the crop and in- 
creasing totai returns and the intro- 
duction of a few absolutely new things 
each year will also increase the trend 
in that direction. It is quite possible 
in every settled district in Canada to 
develop a vegetable garden which will 
prove a continuous source of table 
revenue, and in doing so saves money 
and what is also important, it adds 
interesting variety to the things that 
go on the table, 


Perhaps a Money Saver 

All over the dominion people are 
casting about for ways.of making an 
extra dollar. Young people losing emr 
ployment in the cities have returned 
to the old farmstead for shelter. For 
50 miles around the larger indus- 
trial centres countryside and villages 
are crowded with families who are 
trying to establish themselves on the 
land. In every community there are 
good citizens, who have more on 
their hands today than ever before. 
Gardening offers at least a partial s0- 
tution. In addition to giving them the 
major portion of their food require- 
ments for at least six months it offers 
some opportunity of making money. 
This may take the form of specialties 
like green peas, sweet corn, mush- 
rooms, canning or truck crops for a 
regular local market. Perhaps there 
is a main highway close at hand which 
offers a site for a roadside stand over 
which may be-sold all sorts of fresh 
vegetables and cut flowers. Maybe 
there is a summer resort colony with- 
in 10 mitleg where the highest prices 
may be secured. To capture this sort 
of trade, earliness is essential, but 
this only means a good hotbed, plant- 
ed in March or April.

Hedge Rise 


Hedges will thrive best if the soil 
is kept cultivated and free of weeds 
to a width of two feet or more on 
each side and an occasional top dress- 
ing of well-rotted barnyard manure is 
given. Some complete fertilizer will no 
doubt prove of benefit, especially if 
the soil is light, says the department 
of agriculture at Ottawa, but it should 
be kept off tlie foliage. As to the 
shape of the hedge, it is to be remem- 
bered that a broad top is liable to 
hold too much snow and thus spread 
the hedge. ‘It cannot be too strongly 
emphasized that it is most important 
to have the broadest part of the hedge 
at the base, no matter what form it 
may take further up. The mistake 
was made at Ottawa of letting some 
hedges become broadest half-way up, 
with the result that the bottom be- 
came weak.

Two Jews Are Lashed. 
With Thongs of Steel 


By German Terrorists 


Communists, Socialists and Catholics 
Objects of Nazis Soourging 


PARIS, March 23.—Not only per- 
sons of Jewish origin, but Commnun- 
ists, Socialists, Pacifists Catholic poli- 
ticiane and any persons who, regard- 
less of creed, have offended some in- 
dividual Nazi member are being sub- 
jected to a reign of terror in Ger- 
many, according to stories told by 
emigres reaching this city. 

While the’ reports canhot be spe- 
cifically confirmed, their broad out- 
lines agree, and indicate an atmos- 
phere of fear among those who have 
come under the Nazi ban. 

“The pani¢ etarted as a rivulet just 
after Hitler's appointment to the 
chancellorship on Jan, 30,” one emigre 
said oday. “A few hundred, later 
thousands, who knew their names 
were on Hitler's black list and recall- 
ed his threat that ‘héade will roll in 


the sand’, began to trickle out of the: 


country. At the same early stage; 
numerous Jewish-owned stores start- 
ed to sell out with a view to closing. 
The stream of terror grew and has 
deluged the country.” 

Another refugee deciared that 

, bankers, politicians and diplomats 
alike quit using the telephones, which 
were tapped by informers. 

“When necessary to telephone,” he 
said, “they would go to public booths 
using code names and agreeing to 
meet at ‘Alice's’ or ‘Gretchen's’, veiled 
designations for familiar restaur- 
ants,”

Angio-Soviet trade talks have been 
proceeding here tentatively during the 
past few weeks preparatory to formal 
negotiations in April. 

The negotiations are aimed at sub- 
stituting a new commercial agree- 
ment for the treaty abrogated short- 
ly after the imperial. trade preference 
pacts were signed by members of the 
British commonwealth at Ottawa last 
year. ; ' 
It became apparent that Britain 
would break off the negotiations when 
the Soviet government threw down 
the gauntlet to Great Britain by re- 
fusing to liberate the prisoners, taken 
into custody in the course of a series 
of sweeping raids. 

British officials held that the ar- 
rests were “preposterous and unjusti- 
fied.” Diplomatic representations 
were made on frequent occasions, but 
the Soviet government insisted it 
was within its rights in placing the 
men on trial, 
“In the present circumstances,” 
said Captain Anthony Eden, . under- 
secretary for foreign affairs, “negoti- 
ations for renewal of the treaty which 
expires next month could serve no 
useful purpose,” 

(Eden recounted reports of raids on 
the Metro-Vickers plants in Moscow 
and Leningrad. With, exception of 
Allan Monkhouse and Charles Nord- 
well, all British citizens arrested are 
still in custody, he said,

(Mighty good it is on a 
blustery zero day!) Down in Lunen- 
burg, N.S., whose population is 
largely of old Teutonic origin, the 
pervasive and fragrant sauerkraut Is 
still their national flower. It owes a 
lot of its popularity as a smoke screen 
for the piquant pigs knuckle. The 
provident Lamenburger invariably 
puts up eighteen or twenty barrels of 
this vegetable delicacy in the fall 
months—just in case of sickness, 

While I have had acquaintance with
